In many cases, files have lan- 
quished for several hundred days 
in Washington offices after Treas- 
ury field experts said they were 
ready for court action, Treasury 
Oficials said. 

Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder of St. Louis, an- 
nounced Tuesday his department 
is cutting red tape by letting field 
offices send tax fraud cases di- 
rectly to the Attorney General 
for action. 

3-Month Reviews. 

Until now, the average case 
was reviewed for almost three 
months by higher Treasury offi- 
cials in Washington even before 
it hit the Justice Department. 

The Treasury is urging the Jus- 
tice Department to take a similar 
step. Treasury officials want to 
send their cases from their field 
offices directly to the United 
States attorney in the field who 
will handle them. * 

The Justice Department insists, 
however, that all cases still must 
be channeled through higher 
echelons in Washington. This 
often takes four to six more 
months, Treasury officials said. 

Snyder and Attorney General 
J. Howard McGrath discussed the 
issue in a conference at the 
White House earlier this week.

“would give the industry and the 
states one year to clean house,” 
he -recalled.. ‘Now is the time to 
do it. I am for giving federal 
inspectors power to enforce the 
safety laws in some way.” 

Representative Price told Con- 
gress yesterday that it must shoul- 
der a great part of the blame for 
the deaths of 236 men in the 
West Frankfort and Centralia ex- 
plosions. Congress was partly re- 
sponsible, he said, because of its 
failure to adopt legislation to give 
federal mine inspectors power to 
enforce compliance with their 
safety recommendations. 

Comments of Clare Hoffman. 

Representative Clare Hoffman 
(Rep.), Michigan, commenting on 
Price’s address, said: “The former 
Governor of Illinois was a’ Repub- 
lican, Dwight Green. The present 
Governor (Adlai Stevenson) is a 
Democrat. It is difficult for me 
to understand why the legislative 
bodies of the states do not handle 
this situation adequately.”

The two most important devel- 
opments of the week’s talks con- 
sisted of a harmonizing of the 
President’s and the Prime Min- 
ister’s .views on two troubled 
areas where Washington and 
London have tended to disagree 
in recent months—the Far East 
and Middle East. 

Relations With Red China. 

Churchill and his Conservative 
government are closer to the 
views of the United States in 
both these parts of thé world 
than were Clement Attlee and the 
Labor cabinet. last in office in 
Britain. 

In the Far East, the Tories at- 
tribute less importance than their 
Socialist predecessors did to the 
formal diplomatic relations which 
Britain maintains with the Chi- 
nese Communist. government in 
Peiping,, and the Conservatives 
cherish more meager hopes of 
these relations. 

The relationship between Lon- 
don and Peiping is an exiguous 
one, judged even by the modest, 
formal standards of diplomatic 
eorrectness, Thus while London 


has recognized the Chinese Reds, 


“the Reds have never recognized 
Britain,” in the words of one 
American official. Peiping has 
never sent a diplomatic represen- 
tative to London although Brit- 
ain has an ambassador and a 
small staff-in Peiping. 


Easing of Embarrassment. 


British Socialists attached much 
importance to this relationship 
nevertheless, and this has been a 
major difficulty in American-Brit- 
ish relations, since the United 
States continues to recognize the 
Nationalist Government of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

But the discussions in Wash- 
ington this week have reduced 
this embarrassment to manage- 
_able proportions. Clearly, the 
. Conservatives appraise their rela- 
tions with Peiping at a lower 
value than the Socialists did, and, 
in the somber words of one 
highly authoritative. American 
source: 

“If certain things should be- 
come necessary in order to 
meet the over-riding Commu- 

mist menace, then the tenuous 

British relations with Peiping 
- will not be allowed to stand in 

the way of taking whatever ac- 
' tion may prove necessary.” 

The source declined to elab- 
orate on this utterance, asserting 
that it was impossible to foresee 
the future. 


New Iran Effort Indorsed. 

Churchill’s views differ from 
those of Attlee in the Middle 
East, too, and most particularly 
in Iran.

Two Agreements Reaffirmed. 

The only concrete questions on 
which the communique announces 
agreement, however, are those on 
which the United States and 
Britain were in accord before 
Churchill came to Washington. 

The most important of these 


are: 
1. The United States will make 
bombing attacks from its Air 


Force bases in Britain. only in 


agreement with London. 

2. Both Washington and Lon- 
don will do their utmost to en- 
courage and assist «he adoption 
of the Pleven plan for setting. up 
a combined continental western 
Europe army within the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, al- 
though neither the United States 
nor Britain will commit forces to

“Under arrangements: made 
for the common defense, the 
United States has the use of cer- 
tain bases in the United King- 
dom,” the communique points 
out.

WASHINGTON. 


T has frequently been possible, both in Republican and Democratic 
Administrations, to escape tax fraud prosecution if you are im- 
portant enough and if you know the right people. The chief dif- 


ference is that some men in the Truman Administration have gone 


in for tax-fixing on a much broader and lower scale. 


Even unim- 


portant people can get their taxes fixed. 


Several years ago, when Jus- 
tice Tom Clark was Attorney 
General, he was informed by his 
_ United States attorney in Los An- 

geles, Charles H. Carr, that 
Charlie Chaplin, the comedian, 
had had a sealed income tax in- 
dictment hanging over his head 
ever since the Harding Adminis- 
tration. It had been kept secret 
and had not been prosecuted. 
Why the Republicans indicted, 
but failed to prosecute, is not 
known. 

Carr did not prosecute either, 
and later left the United States 
attorney’s office to become pres- 
ident-of the Del Mar race track, 
owned in part by Joe Schenck, 
— of Twentieth Century- 

ox. 

Carr, while United States at- 
torney, had been given the job 
of investigating Schenck and cer- 
tain other movie moguls. Though 
Schenck eventually was convicted 
in New York, Carr later wound 
up working for Schenck in Los 
Angeles. 

It sometimes happens that cases 
against men with influence lie 
dormant for years, sometimes 
until the statute of limitations ex- 
pires. For instance, an FBI re- 
port on the bribe-taking of Unit- 
ed States Court of Appeals Judge 
Martin T. Manton, gathered dust 
in the Justice Départment until 
Frank Murphy became Attorney 
General. He dusted off the files 
and sent Judge Manton to jail. 

Incidentally, Joe Nunan, clerk 
to Judge Manton, and later Bob 
Hannegan’s commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, bobs up from 
time to time in the background 
of the current congressional tax 
probe.

President. Truman did not sound like a can- 
didate for re-election in his State of the Union 
message to Congress. He was less the politician 
and more the national leader than he sometimes 
has been on-such occasions. 

He spoke gravely and with some eloquence of 
the need for “putting. first things firsf’” and 
reminded the country that in an election year 
above all the: national interest must be put 
ahead of political advantage. He made a stirring 
appeal against any faltering in the task the 
nation has marked out for itself—the “great 
efrort to help establish the kind of world in 
which peace shall be secure.” 

‘It may be significant that Mr. Truman de-

By contrast, the President’s recital of Fair 
Deal objectives was mild, unemotional, almost 
for the record. It was a statement of long-range 
objectives rather than an urgent call for legis- 
lation. Instead of asking for repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law, as in the past, he urged “improve- 
ment.” Instead of issuing a clarion call for 
‘health insurance, he urged his newly appointed 
commission to seek a better answer if one 
is to be found. The civil rights program he 
reduced to the expression of a hope that Con- 
gress would vote on measures to advance the 
cause of full equality. 

Mr. Truman could not ignore the issue of dis- 
honesty in Government, but his comment left 
much to be desired. He says he will see to it 
that federal employes who have been guilty of 
misconduct will be punished. He urges approval 
of his reorganization plan for the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue and promises to submit fur- 
ther recommendations. He says “our kind of 
government above all others cannot tolerate 
dishonesty among its public servants.” 


How much more clearly that sentiment would 
have rung forth if Mr..Truman had created the 
kind of atmosphere in his Administration which 
it implies! And how much more effective his 
words would have been had he been able to 
report that he had set up a genuinely non- 
partisan agency to ferret out the evils which he 
himself did not forestall!

On the whole, however, it was not domestic 
matters but the state of the world that con- 
cerned the President in this State of the Union 
review. In. casting up the balance, he found 
both credits and debits, both pointing to the 


. need for a sustained effort to build the strength 


of ourselves‘and our allies to the point where 
peace will be secure. 

It was characteristic of the President, of his 
country, and of the times that in a message so 
largely devoted to the need for more and yet 
more military power, what really excited him

Wrist Tap for a General 
When Brig. Gen. David J. Crawford was com- 
manding officer at the Detroit arsenal, the Gov- 
ernment paid nearly $306,000,000 too much for 
automotive parts in a three-year period. Gen. 
Crawford told a congressional committee that 
he accepted free hotel rooms and other favors 
from defense contractors and that he used 
Government property to build his own pleasure 
boat. For these and other breaches of trust, 
Gen, Crawford was removed from command of 

the arsenal, pending disciplinary action. 


That disciplinary action now has been taken. 
Gen. Crawford is reduced to the rank of Colonel 
and assigned to a post with the American Joint 
Military Mission in Ankara, Turkey. 


There is only one possible conclusion. The 
standard of justice applied in Gen. Crawford’s 
case is not that which would have been applied 
in the lower ranks. Does anyone think that a 
first lieutenant guilty of similarly improper acts 
would have been reduced to a second lieutenant 
and given a pleasant overseas assignment? Does 
anyone, think that a sergeant would have been 
reduced to corporal?

Still National City has a gilt-edged position. ' 


It paid only about $1,500,000 for its local invest- 
ment. It has taken out four millions in divi- 
dends and interest. And it still owns 45 per 
cent of the stock in a property with a reported 
net value of 27 millions. Even if Public Service 
were sold for 20 millions, National City Lines 
could pocket nearly half of that. 


National City built its investment through 
strict management, with the help of the war- 
time traffic boom. But it has protected its in- 
vestment since then by reducing service con- 
stantly, and repeatedly @icreasing fares. All 
this was at public expense. Would the public 
now sit still for the fat National City profits 
involved in an outright purchase? 


Perhaps a Metropolitan Transit Authority 
could buy portions of the Public Service prop- 
erty, if the company were willing to sell. But 
even here the company management may have 
in mind the old Roman maxim: Everything is 
worth what the purchaser will pay for it. 


In the end the community may have to swal- 
low its resentment and deal practically with 
National City Lines. Certainly the St. Louis 
area requires a more effective transit ‘service, 
and a public system may be the answer. But 
the question of how to pay for it, and to whom, 
is a side of the ledger that ought to be opened. 
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What’s What at Bellefontaine Farms? 

Whether the Board of Children’s Guardians 
was or was not justified in removing Carl H. 
Soest from the superintendency of Bellefon- 
taine Farms, one thing seems clear. More of 
the facts should be made known to the public 
than Chairman David E. Horn’s unexplained 
announcement or the meager details supplied 
by other members of the board; principally that 
the institution lacks a modern program and that 
there are too many runaways. 

Mr. Soest, who has administered the citv’'s 
institution for delinquent boys the past 35 years, 
says he will fight to retain the post. If he does, 
the resulting inquiry should make public not 
only the arguments for and against his removal 
but also the general information which will en- 
able citizens to decide for themselves whether 
the institution is being properly run and what 
improvements may be necessary. 

As Chairman Horn should know, the best 
way to conduct the public’s business is in full 
view of the public, and Bellefontaine Farms is 
decidedly the public’s business. 
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The Change That Time Works 


The 12th of February, 1934, was a bitter cold 
day—not because it came in the dead of winter, 
but because of the chill that struck into all lov- 
ers of freedom with the news that the private 
army of Prince Ernst Ruediger von Starhemberg 
had opened fire in Vienna on the supporters of 
Austria’s Social Democratic government. 

The government fell. Engelbert Dollfuss, the 
little Hitler, took over. And Von Starhemberg 
became vice chancellor. The disregard for de- 
mocracy which they shared with Hitler was not 
enough to save them from the Nazis. The chan- 
cellor was murdered even before Hitler marched. 
And Von Starhemberg finally found sanctuary 
in Peron’s Argentina. 

Now a court has reaffirmed his right to his 
confiscated Austrian properties. But it has not 
restored von Starhemberg’s reputation. Tima 
does change much, but not quite everything. 
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A Nation of Savers 

The nation’s unemployment insurance fund 
has reached a record total of $7,800,000,000. 
That is a good’ deal of money to be stowed 
away in the national sock against the day of 
unemployment. Yet a shadow hangs across 
this as well as other social security funds. It is 
the shadow of inflation. 

When social security taxes are collected’ in 
1947 or 1948 dollars, and social security benefits 
for unemployment or retirement are paid out in 
less valuable dollars of some future year, the 
nation is in a’ sense paying twice. For unless 
the dollars which come out of the sock will buy 
as much as the dollars which went in, social 
security benefits are clipped as effectively as if 
they were subject to an extra tax. 

What is true of the social saving represented 
by unemployment and retirement funds is 
equally true, of course, of private savings in any 
form. Everybody who‘saves for a rainy day is 
the victim of inflation. And thanks to social 
security, practically everybody who works is a 
saver, either through the contributions deducted 
from his pay-check, or the social security taxes 
paid in his behalf by his employer. 

This direct and personal interest in the mone- 
tary integrity of savings gives the great majority 
of employed persons a stake in national policies 
that will prevent further inflation.

Gen. Eisenhower's statement from Paris 
marks a turning point in the presidential 
campaign, in his own career, and; we 
believe, in the history of the country. 

He will not ask for relief from his 
European task in order to take part in a 
pré-convention campaign: Yet he will not 
hesitate in responding to a call for politi- 
cal leadership, if it comes to him next 
July at the Republican convention. 


This position is perfectly in keeping 

with the character of the man. All along 
it has been incon- 
ceivable that Gen. 
Eisenhower should 
slight his work in 
Europe by holding 
conflicting objec. 
tives or ambiguous 
motives; or that he 
should abandon it to 
seek honors or satis- 
fy ambition else- 
where. 

At the same time 
it has been incon- Gen. Eisenhower 
ceivable, given his ideals of service, his 
patriotism and his. belief in America’s 
destiny, that he should turn aside from 
a call to run for the highest office on a 
platform consonant with his beliefs. 


Through months when another in his 
situation might have been torn by diver- 
gent interests or buffeted by winds of 
opinion, Gen. Eisenhower has been re- 
markable for his absolute dedication to 
the job in hand, for his calmness of mind 
and singleness of purpose. His statement 
not only. casts a clear light on the course 
ahead of him; it helps explain the secret 
of his character and strength. For he 
sees matters simply, in terms of duty and 
service, and he is undistracted by fears, 
pressures or narrow desires. 


His Unique Abilities 


The statement helps, too, in understand- 
ing the deep appeal of the man to fellow 
citizens of both parties. Gen. Eisenhower 
affirmed that he is a Republican, but this 
has really not been a matter of doubt. 


His unique abilities and experience are 
taken for granted. But beyond that, as 
every new utterance reveals, is a man 
of such instinctive wholeness and integrity 
as to evoke support above party. That in- 
ner quality will, we believe, find its reflec- 
tion in a national unity such as this nation 
has long lacked. 

As far as the immediate campaign 
concerned, the turning point is clear. 
There is the immense stimulus of the gen- 
eral’s explicit consent to accept the nomi- 
nation. ,There is the incentive to even 
greater practical efforts on hig behalf, 
necessitated by his own inability to take 
part in a pre-convention campaign. . . 

Finally there is the general’s specific 
indorsement of Senator Lodge. It would 
be hard to think of any figure in political 
life better fitted to carry forward the 
Eisenhower movement. Lodge is young, 
vigorous and clear on political issues.

But boxing receipts and at- 
‘tendatice are off. even in the 
Garden. How about that? 

Taking a pull on his cigar, 
Weill thought for a moment, 
then said: 

“Well, we have a cushion 
from our television which helps 
to make up for the loss from 
_ receipts. Take Vejar. He boxed 
Enrie Bolanos in the Garden 
last week. We drew about $14,- 
600 and received $22,000 from 
television, that’s $36,000. That 
match would not have drawn 
any more than that, if that 
much, without television. 

“Each boxer received $3000 
from television which with his 
percentage of the _ receipts 
brought the share of each to 
about $6000. Bolanos boxed 
in the Hollywood Legion Sta- 
dium recently, without tele- 
vision. The show drew $2100 
and he received 25 per cent of 
that. Quite a difference. 

“And by the way I under- 
stand there were a number of 
fans who saw the fight in the 
Garden on television who 
thought Bolanos had won _ be- 
cause of the announcer’s com- 
ments. 

“Well. I was there and I 
didn’t think it was even close. 
I wish it had been as close as 
many fans viewing it on tele- 
vision thought, but I could not 
have given Bolanos more than 
two or three reunds at the out- | 
side.” 

Jimmy Powers, the TV an- 
nouncer for that fight called 
Vejar’s manager, Steve Ellis, | 
another TV announcer who was 
working on the bout here and | 
told Ellis he was sorry that 
he had given the impression 
that Bolanos had won—that he 
didn’t intend to do so.

“Johnny Bratton and Minelli 
drew about $11,000 in Milwau- 
kee, each receiving about $2500 
as his share.

Each 
will receive $3000 from televi- 
sion and with their share of the 
payoff each should get about 
$6200. 

“Television doesn’t hurt a 
great match. Joe Louis and 
Rocky Marciano drew $152,000 
in the Garden and received 
$225,000 from television. Louis 
got about $135,000 altogether 
for his end, Rocky got consid- 
erably less for he took the fight 
on the short end hoping to beat 
Louis which he did.” 

Weill brought out Marciano, 
but turned the management of 
Rocky over to his son because 
of Al’s position. The father 
thinks that Rocky will go on to 
win the championship. 

“I don’t think Marciano got 
enough credit for knocking out 
Louis. Who else did it in all 
the fights Louis had? Only 
Schmeling. Sure Jo® is older 
and slower but in his comeback 
bouts he has been beating 
everybody except Ezzard Charles 
until he met Marciano.” 

Weill said that he has con- 
tracted to put in 102 shows all 
over the I.B.C. circuit and 
that’s quite a task when you 
consider the scarcity of top 
boxing talent today. 

But he declares the sponsors 
of the television shows like 
them and want more of them. 

“and instead of hurting the 
independent promoter, it should 
help him.” Weill declared, 
“provided he gets out and hus- 
tles. Of course, if he wants to 
‘announce a show and then sit 
down and wait for it to bring in 
the money he won't make it.

LONDON, Jan. 10 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Churchill's mission to 
Washington has succeeded, Brit- 
ish morning papers agreed today 
in their editorials. 

Most ‘concluded that although 
the communique on the Truman- 
Churchill talks was necessarily 
vague, it did re-establish British- 


American unity on a firmer: basis. 

“The Washington conversations 
seem to have goné forward from 
cordiality to genuine good cheer 
with thorough understanding on 
both sides,” said the Manchester 
Guardian (Liberal), adding: 

“That, at least by outward 
signs, has been their acffieve- 
ment, Of course the substance 
is important diso, although the 
formal announcement gives away 
no secrets. The visit has done 
something to restore mutual re- 
spect in the alliance of friend- 
ship between the two nations. Mr. 
Churchill has not, after all, had 
to be too conscious of his bank 
balance.” 


The London Times said: 

“It would be absurd to expect 
detailed information about re- 
sults which may not in any case 
be seen for many months. It is 
enough if they have reached gen- 
uine understanding and have re- 
vived an atmosphere of friendship 
in which officials and ministers 
on both sides can continue to 
work on these problems. The 
communique. is heartening.” 


Calling “this preliminary ac- 
count highly encouraging,” the 
Daily Mail (Conservative) said, “it 
enables us to face uncertainties 
of the year with greater confi- 
dence. ...

Your sons, 13 and 11 years of 
age, need plenty of pals, but you are not going to be one of 
them, They need to have-pals of approximately their own 
age; and what they need to find in you is a father. 

All ovér this country you'll find fathers who are making 
a pathetic and futile effort to be pals to their sons—or some- 
times to their daughters. Father wants to be ‘‘one of the 
boys.” . He should have outgrown that a generation ago. 
When he tries to play with thé boys at their own level he 
is too good for them. He is really competing with them— 
and their handicap is too great. He may do them a consider- 
able amount of harm by his well-intentioned, sentimental, 
and wholly misplaced efforts to be a pal. yi

YOUR BOYS NEED a father, Mr. W., and I’m glad you 
are prepared to meet their needs. To them you are not

Take It Easy on Seasoning 
Monosodium Glutamate Used Properly Steps Up Flavor 


By Foyt Alden 


HIS column has had inquiries 
from time to time about mono- 
sodium glutamate — what it 


-does and how much to use. So if 


the class will be seated and keep 
quiet, here is the dope. 

To begin with, it is a season- 
ing, with all the ssiouantaitebion of 
one. It has a taste of its own, just 
as salt does. Put a pinch of salt 
on your tongue, and you'll taste 
salt. Put a pinch of monosodium 
glutamate on your tongue and 
you'll taste monosodium gluta- 
mate. 

However, when properly used 
on food it doesn’t add any taste 
or flavor. It brings out the nat- 
ural flavors of the food. But it 
should be used in very small 
quantities. Use too much and you 
can taste it, just as you can taste 
too much salt. 

Some people seem to think that 
if a little of the seasoning en- 
hances the flavor of the steak, 
a lot of it will enhance the steak 
until it’s practically out of this 
world.- The only trouble is, it 
doesn’t work that way. When you 
get too much it doesn’t do any 
more for the steak than just a 
little does, but it will make the 
steak taste like monosodium glu- 
tamate.

NOW IF YOU WANT an exam- 
le of how to use it, here is a 

cipe for a Bohemian French 
dressing which gives the proper 
amount.

Haertter, director of John Bur- 
roughs, explained that during Dr. 
Duvall’s two-day visit to the 
school she had met not only with 
students, but with parents and 
faculty. The purpose of her visit 
he summed up as an effort to 
help parents and faculty to work 
with students in a closer under- 
standing of young people both in 
and out of school. 

“We put great emphasis on 
good human relations—not alone 
on fulfillment of individual po- 
tentialities—as the basis of suc- 
cessful, useful life,” Dr. Haertter 
explained. “Operation of the stu- 
dent gevernment, and court, for- 
mulating the social platéorms for 
conduct in and out of school, co- 
operation with Welfare agencies 
and fund-raising drives in the 
community — all experiences in 
good human relations—are joint 
endeavors of students, faculty and 
parents.” 

Recently students of the elev- 
enth grade received copies of the 
social platform that will govern 
them for this school year.
